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Green Valley Homes Becomes Fourth 
In Series of Local Housing Projects 


The fourth housing development scheduled to be eect 
in Greenbelt has reached the planning stage: Known as Green Val- 
ley Homes, it will offer for sale houses in an even wider variety 
of sizes and prices than the three projects already planned. 

These three projects, for which all details of planning except 
financing are-complete, aré the Woodland Homes and the two Ridge- 


All four projects are being undertak- 


en on a non-profit, non-speculative basis by Greenbelt Community 


Builders, Inc. 


This organization was formed last May in an agree- 


ment with the Greenbelt Veteran Housing Corporation to provide 
single-family detached homes ready for occupancy. 


These GCB housing projects, to- 
gether with a fifth project (a non- 
profit land sub division sponsored 
by lakeside Homeowners, Inc.), 
are all part of a master plan to de- 
velop tae more than 700 acres to 
which GVHC now holds title. Co- 
operative techniques will largely 
be used in this program. 

The Lakeside subdivision is a 
separate development undertaken 
by an organized group of Green- 
belt residents and their friends. 
Members of this cooperative are 
purchasing lots in this develop- 
ment and thereby putting up the 
cash necessary to release the land 
from the PHA mortgage. They 
will carry through the develop- 


_ ment to the point where the lots 


are complete with roads and. utili- 
ties, and each member will then 
construct his own home.) 

The GCB projects are all to be 
located in the area north of the 


>. Portion of Crescent Road extend- 


ing from’ St. -Hugh’s Catholic 
Church and school to the Green- 
belt Lake parking lot. (The Lake- 
side subdivision begins at Crescent 
Road opposite Westway and ex- 
tends in a semi-circle northward, 
westward, and comes around par- 
allel to the south shore of the 
lake.) 


Zhree Co-op, One Not 

The three GCB projects already 
planned are to be management- 
type cooperatives utilizing FHA 
insurance. Title and management 
of the development will be vested 
in a corporation formed by the 
members who purchase a home 
The fourth project, Green Valley 
Homes, is a non-profit, non-specu- 
lative sales-type project, featuring 
individual ownership and conven- 
tional financing. Although not a 
cooperative, it will be planned, con- 
structed, and financed. cooperative- 
ly. 

The Woodland Homes and the 
two Ridgewood Homes projects 
have already been approved by 
FHA, and construction loans have 
been obtained. The only obstacle 
now remaining before these proj- 
ects canbe offered to prospective 
members is a firm commitment on 
the long-term mortgage financing. 
The kind of commitment secured 
will also in large measure deter- 


mine the size of the necessary 
down-payment. 
When these and all other ar- 


rangements for the construction-of 
the houses are completed, member- 
ship in these three cooperatives 
will be offered. In that way mem- 
ber-owners can be assured that 
construction will be started as 
soon as 90 percent. of its units have 
been subscribed and down-pay- 
ments made in full, 
Woodland Homes 

Woodland Homes, located on a 
20-acre tract adjacent to Parkbelt, 
will be a 50-unit development of 
three-, four- -and five-bedroom 
fiouses on 75 by 120 and larger lots. 
A model home, now under con- 
struction on Northway extended, 
is substantially complete. The ex- 
tension of Northway down to Cres- 
cent Road opposite St. Hugh’s wiil

School Auditorium 
Gets New Curtains 


The community building stage 
will get a new set of curtains soon 
as the city council approved a re- 
quest. from city-manager Charles 
McDonald for $805 to purchase 
flame-proof curtains for the front 
and back of the stage. Another 
£1500 was approved for | painting 
the interior of the auditorium. 


McDonald disclosed that the old 
curtains were discarded when 
their condition deteriorated badly 
losing their flame-proof quality. 
The stage could not be used for 
civic or school affairs without an 
adequate backdrop, as the back of 
the stage is unpainted cinderblock. 

Repairs on the roof of ‘the audi- 
torium have stopped damage to 
the interior of the auditorium, but 
it needs painting badly, McDon- 
ald asserted. 


The money appropriated comes 
from a “miscellaneous fund” of 
$10,000 set up in the budget for 
emergency expenditures. The un- 
expended funds will revert to sur- 
plus at the end of this year. There 
is still some left, McDonald said. 








Lakeside Lots Ready 
For Outright Purchase 


In an exclusive interview this 
week the Cooperator learned that 
the Greenbelt area being developed 
and available for immediate pur- 
chase is Lakeside Homes, Inc. The 
land involved is divided into sixty- 
five (65) lots. They were not ex- 
tensively advertised, their avail- 
ability being made known primari- 
ly to Greenbelters and _ their 
friends. To date, forty-two (42) of 
these choice woodland lots have 
been sold, leaving twenty-three 
(23) available for future purchas- 
ers. 

Dec. 3i Deadline 

These lots range in price from 
$1,200 te $2,300, and their size is 
approximately *4 to % an acre. 
They may be bought between now 
and December 31 with a $100 down 
payment, which includes $25 mem- 
bership fee, payable to Lakeside 
Home-owners, Inc. The remainder 
may be paid in three installments 
in 8 months at a 5% carrying 
charge. Those purchasers wishing 
to make the payment in full will 
not, of course, have a carrying 
charge. Price of the lots includes 
all easements, or utilities, such as 
streets.and sewage. The ‘land will 
be purchased by December 31, and — 
each purchaser will Have a fee- 
simple title. “The corporation’s 
membership is made up entirely of 
people who want low-cost lots of 
their own in Greenbelt. 

Tocal Option 

There will be no -restrictions in 
the deed, except that the houses 
to be built must have the approval 
of a committee of the Lakeside 
Home Owners, Ine. This is not in- 
tended to tell people what they can 
or cannot do, but to keep the 
development a nice place to live 
in. There will be no other build- 
ings or encroachments of any kind 
between the lots and the lake. 
Residents -vili have the same 
recreational and other facilities 
that Greenbelters enjoy. Future 
school sites and business centers 
have also been mapped out. 

Located above the Center School 
in the area overlooking the recre- 
ation field and the lake, these lots 
will be easily accessible by car. 
Anyone desiring to walk there can 
do so by going up the hill on 
Crescent Rd. A path has been 
made behind the 3-4-7 courts of 
Crescent, leading to the sites. The 
lots are staked, and it is possible 
to view the remaining ones.

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City Council Wrestles 54 Budget; 
Chops Proposals Down to $307,466 


¢ By I. J. Parker 
A five-and-a-half hour bout with the budget by the city council 
last Monday resulted in a $22,400 cut from the proposed budget 
for 1954 presented by City Manager Charles McDonald. A tenta- 
tive budget of anticipated expenditures of $307,466.50 ‘was ap- 
proved, subject to changes at this Monday’s public hearing. Mc- 


Donald’s proposed budget totalled $329,866.50. 


The final figure 


is about $2100 less than this year’s anticipated expenditures. 





PUBLIC HEARING 
MONDAY NIGHT 


The long-awaited “Public 
Hearing’ on the budget for 
1954 will be held in the audi- 
torium of the Community 
building, Monday, December 7, 
at S p.m. Choice of this site 
was made because of expected 
crowds attending this meeting. 

The public hearing is pro- 
vided for in the city charter 
and gives citizens a chance to 
express themselves on cost of 
services, size of taxes, and other 
budget matters. This meeting 
will also serve to help the city 
council determine the fate »of 
the Greenbelt library, which has 
reached controversial propor- 
tions in the community.

Two-Way Radio System 
Dedicated By Lastner 


A two-way radio system was of- 
ficially dedicated Monday, Novem- 
ber 23, by Mayor Frank Lastner 
in the city administration’ offices, 
prior to the city council meeting. 
Lastner called police Cruiser No. 1 
and inaugurated use of the mod- 
ern communication system, de- 
claring, “It gives me great pleas- 
ure to dedicate this radio system, 
which is another of the fine serv- 
iges the city of Greenbelt provides 
its citizens.” 

At present only one car is equip- 


ped to take messages, but an- 
other cruiser will be equipped 
shortly. A test made last week 


disclosed that messages can be re- 
ceived~ by police cars as far as 
Four Corners, Silver Spring, clear 
and distinct. 

Formerly, the police station call- 
ed Hyattsville, which in turn sent 
the message over the air to the 


Main cuts resulted from the fol- 
lowing actions: 

$10,000 was cut for a proposed 
“cost of living increase’ to city 
employees which was recommend- 
ed for approval should federal sal- 
aries be raised. Council members 
felt that the federal government 
would not approve such a raise at 
least until July 1, and the remain- 
ing half-figure could be achieved 
from existing revenue. 


Paint From Surplus 

$6500 requested for painting the 
exterior of the community build- 
ing and warehouses was chopped. 
Money for this project will .come 
from the surplus of $25,000 result- 
ing from this year’s operation. 

$1800 was removed when it was 
considered that an employee hos- 
pitalization plan was not feasible 
at this time. 

$1000 for “conferences and 
training” was sliced for several 
department heads. ($500 for this 
item was approved for the mayor 
and council.) Mayor Frank Last- 
ner disclosed that his attendance = 
at conferences aS a result of his 
duties as mayor was a financial 
drain on his personal income, and 
he could not attend such functions 
without municipal assistance. He 
felt the item was an important 
one in conducting municipal af- 
fairs. 

$1000 was cut from playgrounds 
and another $1000 from roadways. 

$1300 for community promotion 
was removed. 


More For Water 


Approved was a 4 cent per 1000 
gallons of water increase in the 
water bill for sewer service. 

Approval of the library appro- 
priation was delayed until the 
public hearing to await citizen re- 
action. The meeting began with a 
discussion by two county library 
representatives on the proposed 
integration of the Greenbelt li- 
brary with the county system. 
The appropriation for the library 
amounts to $11,577. Savings of 
approximately $10,000 could be 


achieved with integration, it was 
disclosed. 
New Tax Rate 
Consideration ef the revenue 


budget was not undertaken, The 
only part of this portion of the 
budget which could be changed is 
the amount needed from personal 
and real property taxes to get an 
amount equal to expenditures. A 
tax rate cannot be established at 
this time, according to the council, 
because the new appraisal from 
the county has not been announced 
as yet. (However, undisclosed 
sources reveal that the tax rate is 
expected to reach a figure of $2.25 
per 3100 assessed valuation of real 
property. McDonal requested con- 
sideration of a rise in the personal 
property tax, from $1 to $2 or even 
$2.25.)

cruiser. Now the police receive 
messages directly from the sta- 
tion, A receiver, which announces 
calls from the county System, is 
also installed in the office. There 
is a remote control unit in an ad- 
joining office for use during coun- 
cil meetings.

They Like Our Schools . 


Any American, even the most casual;PTA member, is willing: 


to discuss the faults of the American educational system... Indeed, 
it is almost unfashionable today to defend it. So it comes as a 
pleasant surprise to find a group of French educational leaders 
studying American schools with an eye to improving their own 
system. 


This group sponsored by the French’ Ministry of Education, is 
impressed with many aspects of the American school system — its 
diversity, for instance, its abundance of materials and its flexibil- 
ity. M. Henri Lageyre, inspector-general of technical education 
for the Ministry, said “we admire your constant communication 
between the world of affairs and the world of teaching and the 
teachers.” He said the group also admired “the discipline, joyous 
and free, which the students impose upon, themselves; the rich- 
ness of your scholarly world and your pedagogical methods; your 
practicality and simplicity of heart.” 


This praise should be pondered by American educators and 
laymen alike. Apparently our school system is not so bad as it 
is sometimes made out to be. It is right that we critisize our 
schools in order to improve them, but it is wrong to ignore their 
virtues. Considering the tremedous enrolment increase in the Am- 
erican school system during the last 50 years, its adjustment and 
progress have been little short of miraculous. 


Public Hearing 


Those of us who were here at budget time two years ago recall 
only too well how the city scuttled the kindergarten when the fed- 
eral government refused to go along with it. The important point 
then was the fact that the council accomplished this with a mini- 
mum of discussion with the citizenry. Whether this was the coun- 
cil’s fault for operating in semi-secrecy or the fault of the elector- 
ate for not being too alert to the situation is beside the point. The 
fact remains that the kindergarten was scuttled — and by the 
time most of the people woke up to that fact, it was too late. 


The same thing could happen this year. In spite of the fact 
that a public hearing will be held Monday night to discuss the 
budget, it will hardly provide time enough for all the items on the 
budget — or off the budget — to be considered and debated. Even 
two such hearings, and there might well be two, could not accomp- 
lish this purpose. Yet, it is extremely important that the citizens 
communicate their desires to the council. How? Well, one way 
would be to send postcards, letters, or telegrams to the council. A 
deluge of cards on the library question, for example, might do 
much to influence the council when it makes a decision either for 
or against integration with the county system. Those who feel 
strongly either way on this question — or on any other budget item 
— ought to let the council know. 

As for the library question itself, we cannot help feeling that 
there is more here than meets the eye. Can it be that the council 
is. focusing attention on the library, so that it can quietly proceed 
with certain other actions? A spotlight on the library could easily 
serve to blind people to other, and equally significant, measures. 
Of course, this may not be the case at all, but under the circum- 
stances it would seem most wise to carefully scrutinize the rest of 
the budget — to ask questions at the public hearing — and to 
make sure that the council’s actions are responsive to the wishes 
of the people. This is democracy in action — not government in 
a vacuum!

ev Seen 
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Housing Board Votes Legal Action 
Against Moving Van ‘“‘Nuisance’’ 


Action against Allan A. Bryan, who conducts a moving bus- 
iness from his home at 2-E Northway, was initiated by the Green- 
belt Veteran Housing Corporation board of directors at their. meet- 


ing Friday night, November 27. 


After hearing Bryan present his 
case, the board voted by the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority that his 
business was conducted in a man- 
ner that constituted a public nui- 
sance and that the board’s gen- 
eral counsel should be asked to 
explore what legal action is to be 

“taken against him. Preference is 
to be given such equity action as 
a restraining order, a temporary 
injunction, or-a permanent-injunc- 
tion. 


The prime cause for the com- 
plaint against Bryan is that his 
moving vans are parked on the 
nearby residential jstreets. The 
GVHC Board notified Bryan last 
April that this was a public nui- 
sance and contrary to his mutua} 
ownership contract, but action 
was deferred to give Bryan time 
to make other arrangements for 
his business. 


Space Available 


Recently the city council made 
available to Bryan and other own- 
ers of trucks a parking space 
away from the residential area 
which could be utilized for over: 
night parking. The board charged 
that although Bryan previously 
stated that he would use such 
parking space if it was provided 
him, he has failed to do so. Bryan 
gave as his reason that he re- 
sented “the petty, obnoxious 
charges hurled against me.” 


Bryan’s main defense was a long 
prepared statement which he read 
to the board. In it he cited the 
principles of the U.S. Constitution 
and specifically the sixth amend- 
ment, which guarantees a fair trial 
and the right of the accused to be 
confronted by the witnesses 
against him. 


Bryan further declared that he 


~ would appeal any adverse decision 


cf the board to the members of 

GVHC at their next meeting. If 

his failed, he would appeal to the 

courts of the state of Maryland. 
Appeal To Members 

Ralph Webster,, president of the 
GVHC board, offered time at the 
quarterly membership meeting of 
December 3 for Bryan to appeal 
his case to the membership. Bry- 
an, however, pointed out that the 
ten days allowed him to prepare 
an appeal after the board decision 
would extend past the date of that 
meeting. He will not make his 
appeal until the following member- 
ship meeting, which will be in Feb 
ruary. 

In answer to a direct question 
from Webster, Bryan admitted 
that his moving business would 
constitute a nuisance in a resi- 
dential area if continued for any 
length of time and expanded. Hoe 
inforraed the board that he is now 
negotiating for a service station 
and, if and when the deal is com- 
pleted, will move his trucks there.

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TELEPHONE COMPANY ASKS PSC FOR 
RATE INCREASE FOR SERVICE IN MD. 


The Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone Company of Balti- 
more City has asked the Public Service Commision to grant it in- 
creased telephone rates so that it ‘may continue to progress with 
and contribute fully to the growth and development of Maryland.” 


The company stressed in its ap- . 


plication that problems caused by 
inflation have “plagued” all utili- 
ties including telephone companies 
throughout the post war period. 
It noted that increases in telephone 
rates since the war have “lagged 
well behind increased costs, with 
the result -that serious and _ir- 
reparable losses have been in- 
curred by the company. The stage 
has now been reached where ef- 
fectiye remedial, action is impera- 
tive if impairment of the compa- 
ny’s. ability. to provide its vitally 


,important communication services 


is to be avoided”. 


Better Service 

C & P told the commission it has 
carried out large-scale telephone 
construction for.a number of years 
in order to provide for the “extra- 
ordinary” public demand for new 
and... better. grades of service. 
Pointing, out that its. program to- 
day. “surpasses anything hereto- 
fore experienced”, C &.P said addi- 
tions, to,.telephone plants in Mary- 
Jand .will total. $29 million in 1953 


-and will .climb .to $30 million in 


1954. eerie 

_The . company’s,. petition . noted 
that today’s record telephone con- 
struction is being provided at cur- 
rently existing high price levels 
with the result that, as additions 
are made, the average investment 
per telephone will be substantially 
increased. 

Wages were cited by C & P as 
one example of continued high 
operating cost. New wage agree- 
ments providing substantial in- 
creases for employees were nego- 
tiated in August and September. 
These increases alone, it was em- 
phasized, “offset a substantial por- 
tion” of the company’s last rate 
increase. 

Modern Techniques 

The company declared it. “has 
sought by every means consistent 
with sound management to offset 
the effects of inflation through ef- 
ficient and economical operations”. 
As an example, it said use of the 
most modern techniques” and 
equipment, developed through the 
continuing research program car- 
ried on in the interest of telephone 
users in the state, has made pos- 
Sible “a significant reduction . . . 
in the number of man hours per 
telephone required to provide the 
high standard of service available 
in Maryland”. ; 

Without this emphasis on im- 
proved efficiency, C & P indicated 
its financial condition would be 
“even more critical than is now 
the case”. It added, however, that 
experience has shown that the fi- 
nancial health of the company 
“cannot be restored through this 
medium alcne. It must be accom- 
paniec by @ repricing of its serv- 
ices which realistically recognizes 
the needs of the company inter- 
preted in the light of present-day 
economic facts”. 

In its petition, the company 
asked the PSC for a new determi- 
nation of the fair value of its prop- 
erty, a finding of what constitutes 
a fair return of such fair value 
and the ‘approval of a schedule of 
rates and charges which will yield 
such a return.

: The 4 cents per thousand gallon 
additional charge for sewage will 
mean an additional revenue of $8,- 
800 to the city, if approved. Mc- 
Donald declared this would put the 
city on the same basis as other 
taxing bodies in the county, as no 
cther munigipality provides sew- 
age service to its citizens. If you 
pay ar average $3 a month’ for 
water, it will go up about 40 cents 
more. Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission charges 14 
cents. \ 


“No other municipality collects 
refuse from any commercial center 
without a charge,” McDonald 
states. PHA used to do this for 
GCS, but McDonald wants a rea- 
sonable charge imposed. 


McDonald recommends an addi- 
tional amount to be raised by in- 
creasing the personal property tax. 
The tax is now 1% but the mana- 
ger advises a raise to bring, it even 
with real property, or at least to 
2%. WHardest hit again, would be 
GCS. 


Lower revenues’ are expected 
from admission taxes (the theater 
is not doing well); franchise tax; 
increases are expected from mo- 
tor vehicles and gas taxes, bicycle 
tax, and income tax payments; 
same revenue expected from trad- 
er’s licenses, motor vehicle and 
auto tags. If the library is “in- 
tegrated” we would lose about $400 
in fines. 


The federal government still 
owns some land in the city and we 
can expect some more “payments 
in lieu of taxes” from PHA. The 
new appraisal of privately-owned 
apartments will bring in additional 
revenue.

be one of the streets of the devel- 
opment, while an extension of 
Woodland Way will be the other 
street. 

The living rooms of virtually all 
tne houses will face towards the 
rear of the lots and public or com- 
munity park areas beyond. On the 
more steeply sloping sites 32 homes 
wita finished “basements” will be 
built. The downstairs portion of 
these houses will contain two bed- 
rooms, an unfinished recreation 
room, a second bathroom and 4 
separate ground-level exit. The 
upstairs floor plan will be identical 
with the basement-less, model. 

Prime contractor for these 
houses will be Carl M. Freeman. 
Inc., of Bethesda. The develop- 
ment has qualified for a 40-year, 
level-payment mortgage of 4%4 per- 
cent. 


Ridgewood Homes 

Ridgewood Homes will be a 101- 
unit development of three-bedroom 
houses located north of the lake 
picuic area on Crescent Road, It 
will. be built in two sections, 
Ridgewood “A” and Ridgewood 
“B”. Its main access will be Ridge 
Road extended around and down 
to Crescent Road. Six short 
streets with 120-foot diameter 
turn-arounds at their ends will ex- 
tend up a gently-sloping wooded 
hillside from this main road, and 
all the houses in the development 
will front’ on them. 

Walkways will lead from the 
ends. of the six streets through a 
park area along the hillside to a 
new elementary site and a neigh- 
borhood shopping center. This 
will completely separate the main 
pedestrian walkways from all 
through automobile traffic. 

Houses’ in this development 
have been designed for GCB. They 
will all have three bedrooms, and 
there will be some basement mod- 
els where the ground slopes steep- 
ly. All units twill have paved 
driveways, and more than Half will 
initially have carports. Virtually 
all trees not physically interfer- 
ing with construction of the houses 
will be left—to be thinned out at 
ibe owner's pleasure. _ 


Precision Built Homes of Pikes- 


ville,Md., is scheduled to be the 
primary contractor for these proj- 
ects. A model home for these two 
projects will be built this winter, 


adjacent to the Woodland Homes 


model. 


Green Valley Homes 

Green Valley Homes will be next 
to Woodland Homes just across 
Crescent Road from the Pepco 
substation. Its main street will be 
the continuation of Hillside Road, 
which is now a cleared and graded 
right of way along which the Pep- 
co power line runs northward to 
the Defense Homes. This project 
will offer a\variety of two-, three-, 
four-, and _ five-bedroom houses, 
including both the Woodland and 
Ridgewood types. Prices will vary 
from about $12,000 to $20,000. The 
house will front on several no- 
through-trafic streets running 
eastward from Hillside Road ex- 
cended. All lots in this project will 
be at least 75 by 120 in size, witk 
a few up to 100 feet or more in 
width for individuals desiring 
more expensive homes, 


To Each His Own 

Those interested in purchasing 
homes in this development will be 
asked to join a membership as- 
sociation which will sponsor. the 
<levelopment along with Greenbelt 
Community Builders. Member- 
ships will be offered before final 
financing arrangements have been 
raade, because each member will 
negotiate his own individual mort- 
gage. 

Arrangements will be made for 
prospective purchasers to view the 
different types of houses available 
for construction in this subdivi- 
sion. These will include the 
Woodland Homes model, the Trade 
Secrets house and several other 
types being built by Carl M. Free 
man, Ine. 

Members of the association will 
be asked to take charge of the 
sale program after it has been 
launched, and they will control the 
development. GCB will provide al} 
technical services to members, in- 
cluding‘ land planning, on a servy- 
ice charge basis. A more detailed 
announcement on this project will 
be made in the’ near future.

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The officials disclosed that the 
county library system maintains 
8 libraries and 2 bookmobiles. 
Their budget for the past two 
years was $112,000, and this year 
saw 5 new libraries established. 
Revenue for the libraries comes 
from appropriations by the county 
commissioners and from state aids. 
The state provides itthat not less 
than 2 cents per $100 assessed val- 
uation be granted to the library 
system. In addition, revenue of 
12 cents per capita has been ap- 
proved for the coming year from 
taxes. 

No Time Limit - No Fine 

The county library now has 50,- 
000 books plus pamphlets and 
visual and aural aids. The sys- 
‘tem has facilities for 110,000 peo- 
ple. The books are circulated 
without a time limit or a fine. 
Miss Hadley stated that modern 
library procedures provide that 
fines are no more conducive to 
returning books than the honor 
system. “Fines are found to be 
ineffective, and raise «administra- 
tion costs considerably,” she de- 
clared. She explained that the 
library is primarily set up for 
children’s use. When the budget 
was cut and threatened the sup- 
ply of adult fiction, arrangements 
were made to loan books on a 
rental library baSis. Miss Hadley 


declared that this keeps books of | 


an “evanescent” nature off the 
shelves, and permits supplying 
new fiction at low cost. 

Greenbelt would get a full-fledg- 
ed librarian and an assistant! if it 
joined the county system,, Ham- 
blitz disclosed. The books in the 
Greenbelt library can be returned, 
if the city wishes to withdraw at 
a later date; they must be marked, 
however, and will impose a phy- 
sical burden if this occurs. 

-A cursory examination of the 
local library by the visitors elicit- 
ed the statement that Greenbelt 
books are badly in need of repair. 
and that many volumes are out of 
date and should be removed from 
the shelves. They declared that 
the reference volumes would be 
maintained, perhaps enlarged, and 
a duplicate set of encyclopedias 
will be available for circulation. 

Bock Supply Assured 

They assured the council that 
the library volume would. not be 
depleted by integration. The 
books in any library are deter- 
mined by the wants of its mem- 
bers, Miss Hadley declared. In 
Greenbelt, books from other li- 
braries may be moved to its 
shelves, and books from Green- 
belt would be sent to other libra- 
ries within the system, depending 
on demand. 

Hours of the Greenbelt library 
would also depend on the services 
desired by local patrons, it was 
disclosed. The library would be 
open 40-50 hours a week, includ- 
ing Saturday hours. 

Asked whether they would ad- 
vise integration, the visitors de- 
clared that it should inevitably 
happen as a matter of growth of 
the county. It would make the 
county area more ‘““homogeneous” 
and would enhance the growth of 
the library system itself. More 
citizens would attend county com- 
missioner meetings to demand 
larger appropriations for the li- 
brary, they averred. 

The library board at present has 
requests for several more libraries 
to be established. They will grant 
those which meet the ‘require- 
ments; it’ takes about $25,000 to 
establish a new library, they stat- 
ed. In Greenbelt, they added, the 
matter of establishing a library 
would be simple, since there al- 
ready is one operating.

County Taxes ; 

According to reports appearing 
in the press recently, the Com- 
missioners of Prince Georges 
County have directed the county 
assessor to be prepared for a 10 
percent reduction in all county as- 
sessments py December 31, 1953. 
At the same time the county treas- 
urer issued a report which showed 
an unappropriated surplus. of 
county funds at the end of the 
first. quarter of the current fiscal 
year of 

The League of Women Voters of 
Prince Georges County believes 
that it is not to the best interests 
of the county to reduce all assess- 
ments 10 percent. The League 
also urges that the reported sur- 
plus be used to provide necessary 
services to the county, funds for 
which were stricken from this 
year’s budget on the grounds of 
insufficient revenue: 

In a letter dated November 18, 
1853 the League recommended to 
the Commissioners certain. points 
for ‘their consideration. In regard 
to the 10 percent reduction in as- 
sessments, we would like to point 
out the following: 

(1) While it is true that the total 
assessed valuation of the county 
is rising, this fact by itself does 
not tell the whole story. One must 
also add that the population of the 
county is constantly growing and 
that the total cost of county serv- 
ices these people require is also 
rising. We wish to point out that 
at least nalf of the county’s rev- 
enue is a product, of the total as- 
sessable base multiplied by the tax 
rate. One cannot talk about low- 
ering assessments without antici- 
pating a rise in the tax rate to 
produce the same amount of rev- 
enue unless the county is willing 
to dispense with certain services 
to its residents. 

(2) After January 1, 1954, ac- 
cording to the present law, no re 
assessments in the county will go 
on the books fcr three years. All 
that can be added will be assess- 
ments on new construction and 
improvements. But in this three 
year period the population will 
continue to increase and the total 
cost of services required will con- 
tinue to go up. Since any present 
reduction in assessments will be 
frozen for three years after De- 
eember 31, such a reduction wil! 
only serve to hasten the possibility 
of an increase in the tax rate to 
provide necessary revenue before 
the end of this three-year period. 

(3) A 10 percent reduction in ail 
real estate assessments will not 
correct possible inequities in these 
assessments. The taxpayer who 
feels that his property reassess- 
ment this past year has been high- 
er than reassessments made on 
comparabie property the previous 
year, for example, will not be given 
the reduction in assessed valu- 
ation he feels to be necessary to 
eliminate the supposed. inequity. 

(4) Any reduction in assessments 
will raise the ratio of the county's 
total bonded indebtedness to its 
total assessable base. This will 
weaken the county’s financial posi- 
tion. when it contemplates a bond 
issue to finance needed school con- 


struction and other capital im- 
provements. 
(5) Commissioner Waters has 


been quoted in ‘the newspapers as 
saying that residential and com- 
mercial roperty value in the 
county in 1953 is $324,800,000 and 
that a further advance of $40,000,- 
000 is expected to be added at the 
end of this year. Using the tota} 
of these figures and the present 
county tax rate as the basis for 
computation, it becomes apparent 
that while a 10 percent reduction 
in assessments will save a_ tax- 
payer with property assessed at 
$5,000 about $10.65 in taxes per 
year, the county will lose over 
$775,000 in yearly revenue. 

(6) Commissioner Waters as 
quoted in the newspapers has 
pointed out that “Every time the 
county’s assessable base advances 
$12,000,000 it loses $70,000 from the 
equaliation fund.” But to com- 
plete the picture it should also be 
pointed out that based on the pres- 
ent county tax rate every time the

approximately $1,400,000°~ 


county’s assessable base advances 
$12,000,000 the county gains over 
$250,000 in yearly revenue. Fur- 
thermore, to lower the assessable 
base of the county deliberately in 
order to lose less (or gain more) 
from the state equalization fund 
for schools completely violates the 
intent of this fund. 


Concerning the surplus in the 
county’s general fund, we would 
like to point out the following: 
this surplus may properly be con- 
sidered to be unappropriated funds 
which are now available for coun- 
ty services dehied in the current 
budget. These services were dis- 
allowed on the grounds there would 
be insufficient revenue to pay for 
them. Substantial reductions were 
made in the funds requested, by 
the Health Department and Coun- 
ty Libraries, for example. Reduc- 
tions of varying proportions were 
made in the budgets of all depart- 
ments. In the face of this limita- 
tion of services tc residents of the 
county, we do not consider as valid 
the use of this surplus as a rea- 
son for reducing the county’s basic 
source of revenue. 


In conclusion we heartily en- 
dorse the present system of quar- 
terly financial reports as providing 
a clearer picture of ‘the county's 
current financial status than was 
heretofore possible.

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City Renews Lease 


On Working, Space 


Yhe city government will renew 
its lease with Public Housing Ad- 
ministration for rental of the po- 
lice and fire building, and the city 
administration offices. Both spaces 
cost the city $7200 again. City 
manager Charles McDonald was 
authorized to sign the lease, which 
gives the city the right to sublet 
some of the space. The police de- 
partment is moving to the admin~ 
istration offices soon, and the old 
space will be made available to:
